THIE New York Times urged editorially 
* lately that the teaching of history be 
“ revitalized.” To its statement Sidney R. 
Packard, professor of history at Smith Col­ 
lege, replies that overhauling the material 
of history courses will not solve the prob­ 
lem. .Students, he says, will merely be 
crammed, more or less successfully, with a 
“slightfully different surfeit of facts.”
